The appended 
permit is open to the same objections that 
all other domestic permits are : that it will 
prevent the thorough enforcement of the 
probibitory clauses of the Northwest Terri- 
tories Act.” 

Medicine Hat Times: ‘Froin yesterday’s 
dispatches we learn that the lieutenant goy- 
ernor is granting licenses to hotel men to sell 
beer containing 4 per cent of alcohol, This 
is, no doubt, the thin edye of the wedge, but 
we think that this action is only trifling with 
the question, and merely complicates furth- 
eran already complicated matter, and will 
never prove satisfactory. * * * The gov- 
ernor should have culled the assembly to- 
gether and allowed it to take action on the 
question. Then, no doubt, the people would 
have had an opportunity of voting whether 
they wanted liquor or not.
